COUNCIL’S REPORT

We are following the usual practice 


of the Councils of the two districts 
comprising this new Bow Valley Dis- 
trict that is and with your consent 
briefly reporting to you our experi- 
ences during the year under review 
and also touching upon future  poli- 
cies and changes in municipal govern- 
ment being ratified at the present ses- 
sion. 

Upon this Council taking office on 
the 10th. day of March 1948, their 
terms of office were decided by draw 
and Councillors J. M. Wheatley and 
Cc. H. Cowell drew terms of three 
years; Councillors J. A. Harwood and 
J. A. MeArthur drew terms of two 
years and Councillor S. C. Nelson a 
term of one year which expires March 
12th. of this year. Mr. Harwood was 
elected Reeve and J. A. McArthur De- 
puty Reeve. 

W. E. Thompson was appointed 
Secretary-Treasurer and Miss G. Van 
Tighem Assistant Secretary. 

Other appointments were Messers 
P. Sidam and E. S. Naylor, Weed In- 
spectors. 


— FINANCIAL STATEMENT — 

The Revenue Statement shows a 
deficit of $1374.36. This new state- 
ment deals with all phases of muni- 
cipal finance in one account while 
previous statements dealt with muni- 
cipal and trust assets seperately. If 
you will refer to school tax statement 
you will see where the loss occurred 
by cancellations under Tax Consolod- 
ation Agreements being implimented. 
Notwithstanding this and other write 
offs our finances are in an excellent 
condition, both cash and other assets, 
as contingent liabilities have been set 
up together with other reserves. We 
might also mention that the Treasury 
Branch loan of $4078.39 has been paid 
from the 1943 $5,000.00 Roadwork 
Grant from the Province received 
January 1944, 

Now to something that is of 
interest to you. 

Road Construction— 

We had trouble in 1943 first getting 
experienced operators and _ second, 
machinery trouble and getting re- 
pairs. We have decided to put the 
two large tractors, elevating grader, 
Le Tourneau'§ scraper and Blade 
Grader into one working unit. This 
was tried out in the fall of 1943 and 
good results were secured. All mach- 
inery has been overhauled or will be 
overhauled before the work season 
commences. One Le Tourneau Scrap 
er has been traded upon a second 
hand, fully conditioned and guarante- 


more 


ed No. 11 Caterpillar Road Patrol. 
This machine will be operated as a 
seperate unit in all parts of this dis- 
trict. We intend to take advantage 
of all Government Grants available 
for road construction and will use 
these monies for graveling projects 
as far as possible. In addition, locil 
roads will be graveled in any district 
where other construction is not of 
importance. 

Indigent relief has decreased due to 
improved conditions and to aged per- 
sons becoming elegible for Old Age 
Pensions. Child welfare has _ not 
changed while Old Age Pension and 
Mother’s Allowance expenses have 
slightly increased. 

At this time it would perhaps be 
well to advise that a new accounting 
system is being installed in ow mun- 
icipal ofice. This will of course cost 
money, probably $500.00 for station- 
ery, but this stationery wil last from 
12 to 16 years. In addition a new up 
to date book-keeping machine custing 
$2390.00 is necessary to meet the de- 
tail of taking care of 4,500 accounts 
and a Burroughs machine purchase 
is under consideration. Some old 
equipment has been and will be sold. 
You wil now get a tax notice for one 
amalgamated tax it being the three 
old taxes in one total. The only ex- 
ceptions are Hail Insurance Taxes 
and Reported School Taxes which will 
be accounted seperately. The Pro- 
vince will requisition the Municipal- 
ity for Social Services Taxes the 
same as the School Divisions do now. 
Both requisition will be paid from 
the amalgamated tax revenue. The 
arrears of School Taxes and the Ar- 
rears of Social Service Taxes and 
school collections in excess of pay- 
ments are taken into our general 
assets accounts. 

The Strathmore Standard has been 
supplied to all resident ‘ratepayers 
and has helped us to keep in touch 
with our ratepayers which otherwise 
would have been impossible due to 
distances, 

We wish to thank our ratepayers 
for their co-operation in rather a dif- 
ficult year and also for their patience 
and courtesy. You did well and we 
did our best.

RATEPAYERS MEETING 


At 2 p.m. Returning Offirer P. Ro- 
ers declared the meeting open and 
called for nominations for a_ chair- 
man. On motion of J. A. Corbeill and 
J. M. Wheatley, Mr. E. Jackson of 
Cheadle was unanimously elected. 

Following the reading of the Coun- 
cil’s report on motion of J. A. Corb- 
eill and D, BE. Englund the report was 


adopted as read. 

The Financial Statement was given 
by Secretary-Treasurer W. E. Thomp 
son, the report being read page’ by 
page, and any questions arising were 
thus answered. 

Questions were also asked regard- 
ing Amalgamated Taxes and Govern- 
ment Reguisition for Social Services. 
While other details were given it was 
pointed out that the yearly requisi- 
tion would not be in excess of one 
years Social Services Tax Levies for 
a previous year. The meeting was 
gratified to hear that the Net Bank 
Balances were over $438,000.00 and all 
expenses met, 

A motion that the Financial State- 
ment be accepted and the Council be 
commended for their efficiency dur- 
ing the past year, moved by P. Rogers 
and seconded by J. A. Corbeill, was 
carried. 

Public Works— 

Part of this question had been cov: 
ered in the Financial Statement and 
the Council’s Report. Details of the 
purchase of a Motor Patrol and the 
trade in of one LeTourneau were giv- 
en. The meeting was of the opinion 
that now the only local gravel obtain- 
able was coarse. it should be crushed. 
The continuing with the gravelling 
scheme was approved. 

On motion of P. R. Umbrite and D. 
J. McKinnon the contract with teh 
Strathmore Standard for the supply- 
ing of this Weekly paper to the resi- 
dent ratepayers of this district, was 
renewed for another year. 

Other Business— 

Moved by J. A. McArthur and _ sec- 
onded by J. A. Corbeill, that for one 
year a Ratepayers Meeting be held at 
Gleichen the day previous to the 
Ratepayers and Nomination Meeting 
at Strathmore February, 1945. 

Returning officer Philip Rogers 
then announced that it was after four 
o’clock, that he had received one nom- 
ination for the office of Councillor for 
Division No. 4 of the Municipality and 
he declared Mr. Emory Jackson of 
Cheadle elected Councillor for that 


Division by acclamation. This an- 
nouncement was received with 
cheers. 


Mr. Jackson thanked his supporters 
for the confidence they had placed in 
him and promised he would be worthy 
of that confidence by not getting into 
jams.

Incorporation of Cost of Living 
Bonus into Wage Rates 


HE ATTENTION of all employers in Canada, subject to 

the Wartime Wages Control Order 1943 (P.C. 9384), is 

directed to the provisions of the Order requiring them to 

establish for each of their occupational classifications, not 
above the rank of foreman, a single wage rate or range of wage 
rates as prescribed by the rules set out in Schedule “A” of the 
Order by adding to the previous authorized single wage rate or 
previous authorized range of wage rates the amount of previous 
authorized cost of living bonus, and that such established single 
wage rate or range of wage rates shall be effective for the first 
payroll period beginning on or after February 15, 1944. 


Employers who may not be paying previous authorized cost of 
living bonus as required by General Orders of the National War 
Labour Board, issued under dates of August 4, 1942, and Novem- 
ber 3, 1943, pursuant to the provisions of the Wartime Wages 
Control Order, P.C, 5963, are required to include such amounts 
of cost of living bonus in the establishment of wage rates of their 
employees under P.C. 9384 effective for the first payroll period 
beginning on or after February 15, 1944, as stated.
